The Court's decision on the 
"Sand and Gravel" case has been 
delivered. In a unanimous deci¬ 
sion, the five judges of the Appel¬ 
late Division of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, upheld the ap¬ 
peal of Messrs Brown and Gau- 
mont, which was backed by the 
Farmers' Union of Alberta, and 
they dismissed the original case 
brought by the Western Minerals 
I.td. to obtain rights to the sand 
and gravel on the farms of these 
two parties. 

Last year the Western Minerals 
Ltd.' brought suit against these 
twq Edmonlon district farmers 
who had gravel pits on their land, 
claiming that the sand an,d gravel 
went with the mineral rights.

Should Relax Duck Regulations 

District crops, laying in the swath, are being ravag¬ 
ed by thousands of mallard ducks, despite the efforts 
of farmers and hunters to kepp them moving. Partic¬ 
ularly in the east country, bordering Lake McGregor, 
many 40 and 50 bushel crops in fields frequented by 
the ducks will hardly be worth picking up in the 
spring, so great has been the damage. 

Already thousands of dollars have been lost by the 
farmers and with less than three weeks of shooting 
season left the question arises of what will happen 
then if the ducks are still here. 

Ducks Unlimited, the organization responsible for 
pushing through many of the federal migratory birds 
conservation laws, is anything but popular with the 
farmer these days. The limited season, 8-a-day bag 
limit and plugs for pump guns don’t make sense to the 
farmer when his unharvested grain is being used to 
fatten up ducks for the hunters south of the border. 

It’s about time tnat Ottawa gave a little considera¬ 
tion to the welfare of the grain farmer in this matter 
instead of enforcing a lot of regulations designed sole¬ 
ly to ensure a good supply of dueks for the American 
hunter.

Then frequent heavy rains prolonged 
the growth of grain unduly; All through the season 
the crops were from two to three weeks late. 

Harvesting grain usually started in early August 
in Southern Alberta. But the grain was not ripe by 
then and the rain still kept coming down. 

Then came the frost and snow in September and 
further rain. Just when harvesting had got nicely 
started once again, rainy weather came along and was 
followed by October snows. 

Taking the province as a whole, two-thirds of the 
grain is in swaths or on the stem, in the latter instance 
badly “down” and tangled. 

The grain farmers’ payday comes once a year. When 
such a situation develops as is being faced this aut¬ 
umn, it makes for hard times for that important sect¬ 
or of our population. Only a farmer who has gone 
through such an experience can appreciate the worry 
and misery resulting therefrom. 

The farmers have learned over the years, however, 
to take the .bad with the good. The bad is bitter medi¬ 
cine at times but nothing much can be done about 
such a harvesting season as exists this year.
